For . any normal goveriipien'E^— 
which of course the nad regime ia 
not— desertion ot the national capital 
Is like abandonment of ship at aea. 
It's an act that denotes despera- 
tion. 

Thua the head ot a govemn^ent 
and pSs chief mlnlstera eUng to 
their capital as a sea captain atlcks 
to bis bridge. iheyTe among the 
last to leave. When they do go. It 
meana they have email hope that 
the first city ot the naUon wlU sur- 
vive. 

During the height of the terrible 
aerial bllts which London endured 
in lBtO-4t, when the British Rhlp 
of state was wallowing In moun- 
tainous piu, the equare-Javred 
OhurchlU and his cabinet stuck to 
tha bridge. True; some srehlves and 
subordinate offices were moved out 
of London, but for the prime min- 
ister and. his government to flea 
the capital wOuld have been regard- 
ed as an admission of defeat both 
at home and abroad.

This Isn't to suggest that the nails 
are on the point of pur rendering for 
there's bitter lighting ahead.

fourth largest city. 

Streamliig through Zmev, 31 mllca 
south oC Kharkov, the Russians seis- 
ed a number ot towns yesterday. 
Eight hundred Oermane were kill- 
ed. The Germans counter-attacked 
In one aector, but retrealad after 
losing two t«nka and two mobile 
guna. 

Altogether, tho Rusilaru advanced 
up to m mllea on Individual eectora 
and captured more than 30 towns or 
vlllagee on the vut Kharkov front, 
which atretohes aa far south of 
Zmlev, almoat as far west u Pol- 
tava and aa far north as Sumy: 

The German^ lost 1,600 men and 
ID tanks In an unsuccessful coun- 
ter-attack on the approaches to 
Sumy. 100 miles northwest ot Khar- 
kov, while amellor scale counter- 
attacks were broken north ot Pol- 
tava^^blg German base Bt miles 
southwest of Kharkov. 

On the central front Russian 
forocs captured more than 30 towns 
and villages In convergbg drives on 
Bryansk and at one point couth at 
the city toroed a water barrier and 
seized a fortified detenEo point In a 
tierce bottle. More than BOO Ger- 
mans were killed.

Hie statement was the tint lu- 
thorltaUve comment 'here on tht 
Quebeo conference since the Ttit 
news aacncy announced that Rus- 
sia was not Invited to partlclpsie. 

"Many people who are serlouily 
worried at>out tho necessity ot In- 
tenslfyins the war effort of all three 
countries and who are truly Inter- 
ested la the common catue, ralia 
the question ot a conference of 
representatives of the Soviet union. 
Orcat Britain and the Dolled 
States," the review said. 

"Of course, luch a conference must 
not be Juat another conference stier 
which the most Important problems, 
aa the fluht against Hitlerite Qer- 
many, will remain unsolved. 
Three Should Decide 

"Presently when quick decisive ac- 
tions are porllculorly necessary, ■ 
conference of tho three powers 
ehould decide tho principal ond 
most urgent question— a questloa of 
shortenloff the wari % question ot 
not allowlnc another prolonitUon 
Of the war." 

The publication maintained that 
the military altuatloa was such that 
the coalition could accomplish 1 
victory oyer Qermony and Its vm- 
oolti this year, but postponement ot 
the second front in Europe until 
next year would prolans the war 
and "once mora put oft the collapse 
of HiUerlto Oermany."

The ground troops, under com- 
mand ot LleuL Gen. Millard F. Har,- 
mon, a mUd mannered, abort statur- 
ed, Kll-spolcta Individual wtvQ- looks 
as much unlike the fictional version 
of a fighting general as is possible, 
covered themselves with glory, 
storming time alter time into cer- 
tain destruction, yet, killed a knovm 
Japanese dead ot 1,071 with iwtokl 
other hundreds killed and burled 
before our men reached their hell- 
holes. 

It was artillery that saved the task 
force conmand post from annihila- 
tion on the night of JiUy IT, when

Because existing subsidies were 
jparcd the congressional ax only 
through a prrsldcntlal veto, the ex- 
pectation had grown here that the 
administration would sidestep fur- 
sub.-iidles without an okay by 
congre.is. 

New rlsn Coming 
However, since James P. Byrnes, 
dlrctloT Dt wit mobUlialion, has 
promised a substantial cut In the 
cost ot living, other officials let It 
be known that a new subsidy plan 
Is about to be unveiled. 

While details are highly secret, it 
Is eallmatcd tht cost to the govcm- 
. will range from $300,000,000 to 
1 1.000*00,000. Apporently, the 
present meal and butler sudsldles 
win conUnue on their present 10 
per cent basis. The new program Is 
expected to deal largely with \ege- 
lablcs. potatoes, for Instance, seem a 
likely candidate for govcmment-ll- 
nanccd price reduction. 

One official who should know aug- 
Be.',tcd the new proKrnm "will con- 
lain a Utile ot everything." meaning 
direct Eul»ldlcs, government pur- 
chase and resnlt-at-lpas operations, 
and other devlcts. 

Buy WliDle Crops 
Tlie Idea Li tor the government to 
buy all or nearly all Of a crop al a 
handsome price, lo encourage maxi- 
mimi farm producllon. and then to 
resell It to the trade ot a price that 
won't break the consumer's back. 

While admittedly a variation ot 
direct subsidies, this has what many 
officials regard as special odvan- 

Tnlte potatoes as nn example. The 
government not only wants to hold 
down Hid price but wonts lo regu- 
late consumption to prevent tempo- 
rary ahorlagei sucli as occurred this 
spring when somo regions ra 
before the new crop came In. It 
Uie government bought tho whole 
crop in the flist place, it could con- 
trol the resale to as lo stretch thi 
supply until next year's crop . 

By buying Uio whole crop. It Is 
also believed the government would 
be able to eliminate black markets.
